A living  fence — one  made  of  plants,  attractive  with  their  green  leaves,  formally  trained  or 
arched  branches,  colored  foliage  or  bright  berries  is  surel}'  more  pleasing  than  the  still,  rigid, 
mechanical  effect  obtained  by  the  similar  use  of  wood  or  metal.

Of  all  the  hedge  plants,  this  is  the 
most  popular  and  more  of  it  is  planted  than 
all  others  combined.  It  is  of  free  growth 
and  succeeds  almost  anywhere.

An  artist  would  surely  appreciate 
“a  bit  of  color’’  which  the  Editor’s  five  hun- 
dred feet  of  Barberry  hedge  has  given  to  the 
landscape  during  October  of  this  year.  Not 
merel)^  “a  bit  of  color,”  it  is  a “blaze  of 
glory.”  Not  only  is  it  beautiful  in  the  fall 
for  its  foliage,  but  it  bears  numerous  red 
berries  which  also  give  a bit  of  color  during 
the  winter  when  color  is  so  sorely  needed. 

If  anyone  knows  of  a better  hedge  for  ex- 
treme northern  situations  than  Berberis 
Thunbergi  or  Japanese  Barberry  it  is  hoped 
that  he  will  tell  us  about  it. 


Berberis
